CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE I. NAME 


‘s This clue shall be known as the Pemigewasset Woman’s 
slub. 


ARTICLE IL OBJECT 


The object of this club shall be to broaden and strengthen 
the moral, social, and intellectual life of its members, and 
oe them to make itself a power for good in the commu. 
rity. 


ARTICLE III. OFFICERS 


The officers of the club shall be a President, a Vice-Presi- 
dent, Recording Secretary, Corresponding Secretary, Treasurer 
and Auditor. 


ARTICLE IV. EXECUTIVE BOARD 


The Officers of the club and the Chairman of Departments 
shall constitute an Executive Board who shall transact routine 
business and act upon special business in the interim between 
the regular meetings of the club. 


ARTICLE V. DEPARTMENTS 


The Departments shall correspond in number to those of 
ae ice ty Federation and shall be appointed by the Officers of 
the club. 


ARTICLE VI. ELECTIONS 


Section 1. Officers shall not be eligible to re-election to 
the same office for more than two consecutive years. , 


Section 2. At the first regular meeting in March a com- 
mittee of three shall be appointed by the chair to receive from 
the club members a list of nominations of officers for the 
ensuing year. This committee shall notify the nominees; and, 
in case of refusals, it shall fill the vacancies. .It shall. present 
to the members at the first regular meeting in April, the per- 
fected list of nominations for the election at the Annual 
Meeting 








ARTICLE VIL MEMBERSHIP 


Section 1. Any woman shall be eligible to membership 
who is interested in the work of the club. Members may be 
active or associate. Associate members shall be entitled to 
the social privileges of the club, but shall not be eligible to 
oftice, or have the right of voting. 


Section 2. The name of each candidate must be presented 
at a regular meeting by a member of the club, and may be 
balloted upon at any regular meeting subsequent to that at 
which the name was presented. Three negatives reject. After 
election a person becomes a member only upon signing the 
Constitution and paying the annual dues within one month 
from the time of election. 


ARTICLE VIII. DUES 


The annual dues for one year or any part of a year shall 
be two dollars for active members. and three dollars for asso- 
ciate members. The financial year shall begin at the close of 
the club year, when the annual fee shall become due. 


ARTICLE IX. AMENDMENTS 


The Constitution may be amended by a two-thirds vote of 
the members present and voting, at any regular meeting of 
the club, provided that a written notice of the intended change 
has been given at a previous regular meeting. 








BY-LAWS 


ARTICLE I. DUTIES OF OFFICERS 


“ection 1, The President shall preside at all meetings and 
shall perform the other duties usually belonging to this office. 
In her absence it shal] be the duty of the Vice-President to 
preside at all meetings. 


Section 2. The Recording Secretary shall keep a correct 
record of the attendanee and of the proceedings of all meetings. 
At the last meeting in April she shall present a written report 
of the year’s work. 


Section 8. The Corresponding Secretary shall conduct the 
correspondence of the club; notify all persons elected to office, 
making a statement of the duties connected therewith; give 
notice to those appointed on committees and elected to member- 
ship; and notify all members of special meetings. 


Section 4. The treasurer shal] receive all moneys and pay 
them out on a written order signed by the President, all bills 
payable for a sum exceeding five dollars shall be submitted to 
the club. At the last meeting in April she shall present a 
written report of all moneys received and paid out by her. 


Section 5. The Auditor shal] audit all bills and the ac- 
counts of the Treasurer, and report in writing at the annual 
meeting in April. 


Section 6. The Executive Board shall be intrusted with all 
business and interests of the club, in the interim of its 
meetings and with the appointment of sub-committees. They 
shall have the right to order the payment of any bills not ex- 
ceeding five dollars without submitting it to the club. They 
shali have the power to fill ail vacancies which may occur 
during the year. 


ARTICLE II. MEETINGS 


Section 1. The regular meetings of the club shal! be held 
the first and third Mondays of each month, from October to 
April ineiusive, at such hours and places as shall be agreed 
upon. 


Section 2. The last regular meeting in the month of April 
shall be the meeting for the annual election of officers who 
shall assume their duties at the close of the year. The incom. 
ine President chal] be the President to attend the annual 
meeting of the State Federation of Women’s Clubs. The re- 
port for the year shall be read at the last meeting in April. 





Section 3. Special meetings may be called by the Presidem 
or acting President or on request of three members of tha 
club, at least twenty-four hours notice being given. 


Section 4. The Executive Board shall meet once a month, 
the date to be determined by the Board. Special meetings of 
the Board may be held at the eall of the President or on re- 
quest of three members of the Board. 


ARTICLE II. QUORUM 
Five members shall constitute a quorum. 


ARTICLE IV. WITHDRAWAL 
Section 1. A member wishing to withdraw from the 
club shall send a written resignation to the Secretary that her 
name may be taken from the list of members. 


Section 2. Dues are payable at the Annual Meeting in 
April tor the ensuing year. Any member in arrears for dues 
aiter the first meeting in January, voluntarily and automatic- 
ally ceases to be a member of the club, provided such member 
has received a notice of her indebtedness signed by the treas- 
urer, in addition to the printed due bill which is enclosed in 
the year book and distributed to all members. 


ARTICLE V. VISITORS 


Members may bring guests to any regular meeting except 
the annual meeting. Tickets may be obtained of the Treasurer 
by members only, on payment of twenty-five cents for each 
ticket. The same woman, residing in town, shall not be invited 
as a guest more than once a year. 


ARTICLE VI. CONDUCT OF MEETINGS 


All meetings shall be conducted by the rules of parliamen- 
tary law, the ““‘Woman’s Manual of Parliamentary Law’’ being 
the authority. 


ARTICLE VIL AMENDMENTS 


These By-Laws may be amended by a two-thirds | vote _of 
the members present at any meeting, notice of such intention 
having been given at a previous regular meeting. 


ARTICLE VIII. SUSPENSION OF BY-LAWS 


Any article of the by-laws may be suspended by a two- 
thirds vote of the members present, for not more than one 
meeting. except this article, which shall not be suspended.
